Peonage Charge in 


State Is Repeated 


Commonwealth College 
Head Declares Tenants 


Are Organizing 


PITTSBURGH, Pa. — (/P)— Liicein 


Koch, director of Commonwealth Col- 
lege, at Mena, Ark., claims that 1,400,- 
000 tenant-farmers in the cotton fields 
of the South are "held in 
virtual 


peonage." In a speech Monday before 
members of the Hungry Club, of Pitts- 
burgh, Koch assailed (lie New Deal for 
alleged failure "to alleviate the pover- 
ty of share-croppers" in the 
cotton 


fields. 


Driven to desperation by the plant- 


ers, Koch said 2,000 tenant farmers in 
Arkansas have formed a union to pro- 
test against continuance of the New 
Deal cotton program. He said the 
tenant-farmers' chief protest against 
tho program is that "they have not 
shared in its benefits," and because 
their conditions "have actually been 
made worse under the national admin- 
istration's policies." 


Koch told of efforts he said are be- 


ing made to prevent the share-crop- 
per from organizing, nnd he describ- 
ed the operation of the co-operative 
labor college he represents. 


LITTLE ROCK-A total 
of 1,754 


calls have been made to date by the 
10 field men in the first Arkansas 
"Register 
Your 
Baby" 
campaign 


which has been conducted for the pas 
eight weeks as a joint project of the 
Bureau of Vital Statistics of the State 
Board of Health, the Arkansas Emerg- 
ency Relief Administration and the 
Federal Bureau of the Census. 


These calls have been on physicians, 


midw.'ves, local registrars, undertak- 
ers, and any other sources from which 
information concerning babies born 
in the past 12 months might be ob- 
tained. 


Of the calls made by the field men, 


5G3 have been local registrars, 570 on 
physicians, 464 on midwives, and 157 
on undertakers. There are still a 
number in all of these classifications 
which have not yet been contacted 
by the field men, who will be actively 
engaged in the check up for three 
more weeks. By that tjme it is hoped 
by authorities in charge of the cam- 
paign that as many more of those 
who have direct contact with birth 
registrations will be visited nnd thus 
a complete cross section of the state 
can be had for the final check. 


The birth registration campaign so 


far has been a success, and at least a 
50 per cent return of the estimated 
total births have been reported to the 
Bureau of Vital Statistics in Little 
Rock, through the baby census cards. 
By the time the active drive for cards 
closes three weeks hence ,it is hoped 
that the state may check out with at 
least a 75 per cent efficient return. 
Parents who have not yet returned 
the birth registration cards are .ask- 
ed to do so immediately in order that 
they .m'ay be sure their children are 
properly registered. 


After the conclusion of the field 


work, the office checkers will be kept 
busy until at least the first of the 
year checking and double cheeking: 
tho thousands of cards which have 
been received. Their work so far has 
disclosed that there are more than 
2,000 babies in the state that have not 
been properly registered, and before 
they are through it is anticipated that 
hundreds more will bo found.
